 Large waterproof bin or tote with lid

 Non-nylon rope  (nylon can melt in a fire) 

 Non-nylon halters  with ID tag 

 Muzzle (if needed) 

 Blindfold 

 Horse blanket (if cold weather)

 Hay and grain for 3-7 days 

 Water for 3-7 days (12-20 gallons/day) 

 Feed and water buckets 

 Hay bag or net 

 Supplements (only if essential) 

Waste Management 

 Pitch fork 

 Shavings 

 Paper towels 

 Hand sanitizer/soap
